NOTICE TO WAR VETERANS. 


In order to obtain exemption of 
assessment of property as Veteran 
of the wars of the united States, as 
provided in Section 13 of Article XIII 
of the Constitution or the State of 
California, it will be necessary to 
apply in person at the County Assess- 
or’s office, Martinez, Cal., before the 
20th day of March, 1914 (and each 
year thereafter) and swear to the 
proper Affidavit of Exemption. in 
making this application it will de 
necessary to present your honorable 
discharge. The applicant shall be 
entitled to éxemption only on prop - 
erty within the County in which ho 
or she is a resident; EXCEPT in 
those cases, where the value of the 
applicant's. property is less than
